THE FATSHAN SRIZORE. - 
Messrs Wonyon and Ttefdnion send: us 
the following communication received from 
their Fatshan correspondent tn tho subject 
af the seizure of their goods and the imopri- 
sonmeut of their servants by the Ohinese 
authorities in December fast :— 


The two men srized in the Wan Wa 
Hong, Fatshan, in Dee-mbur last have jaat 
been relo«sed from prisun in Canton, after 
9 months’ impraonment, for no offance 
whatever. In connection with that s izure 
it will be remembered the officiuls carried 
off usar several thousand duHars’ worth of 
marchandise, &c., wleo oll thy business 
books, and these were used by the Officials 
to find out who had purchased guods frum 
the Wang Wa Hong; such persons being 
forced on pain of imprisonment to 
pay the Officials large sums of money. 
Many of those who were owing money to the 
Wang Wa Hong refuse to pay now as they 
aay thoy have puid the Chimsze Offciols, 

All persuns aecertained from the books 
to hava received goods bg che transit pass 
fromthe Wang Wa Boug in Canton were 
individual y warned that if thay over did it 
again, their shops would be avizod and 
goods confiscated. =~ 

No one dares therefore to purchass from 
the Wang Wa Hong, ani so tho business 
of this firm in Canton, which at one time 
was bringing ina considerable profit, bas 
been entirely destroyed. 

The reason of the seizure seems to be 
this, The Lekin Office iv Canton under- 
took itself to trade in kerosine, and findiug 
it a god thing, cluimed tobe been aliow- 
eda Guvernment monopoly in this trade ; 
af coura- thia was unirus, but they easily 
frightened the Chinese cut of upposing 
them. The Waag Wa Hong was one of 
those that stoud in their way—thia they 
proceeded to crush in the manner desorib- 
ed. They protended that they thought the 
Wang Wa Rong was a Cuinoay and not -a 
foreign place ot busivesa, that they th ught 
tho fitm’s goods had hea smaggled. Then 
cams other excuaes, to gtis time until they 
had destroyed the off-uding buainess. 

Phey (the mandarins} have n -wrcleased 
the aen who were in prison, since they can 
now be of no service wiatiser in connec, 
tion with the Wan Wa Hong, which bas to 
give up its business, Thoy bave alau, as 
compauertion fer the value of th gouds 
seiz d and for the loss of a protitsble 
trade, sont in to tha Coneulate in Oanton 

he hasiness-bovks they stole, and which 
are—now that debts have boen spoiled 
and burinesa crushed--of little or no value 

(2) part of the goods they oirried away, 
damuged and only saloable at a great luss. 
They have retained for their own use the 
kerosine, cash, clothes, bedding, furniture 
and othor cffeers which they fuaud useful 
or easily saleable 

The British Consul expects the proprie’ ors 
of the Wan Wa Hong to accept these 
damaged rem-.ants of goods stolen as fut 
compensation for all: losses sustained, und 
reluses to deliver up the business b-oks, 
which are lying atthe Consulate, tnless the 
proprictors will accept these books and 
gouds as a fuil se: tlement of their claim.
